“Is it essential to know how high the 
dam is 7 or even how old it is ? This Board

THE 8TATE BOARD OF HEALTH AND 
MILL DAMS. 
The conduct of tho State Board of 
Health in assuming the duties of a court in 
the Investigation of the building of the 
Milford dam, is attracting considerable at­ 
tention, and calls forth the severest con­ 
demnation from all hands. The following 
very sensible article on the subject we 
take from the State Journal, of Monday: 
“ The State Board of Health is no doubt 
a good thing. There cannot be too much 
care taken that the health of the commu­ 
nity is protected with all the safeguards 
possible. 
Wheo a cause for disease is dis­ 
covered, the fact should be made public. It 
had not occurred to us, however, that au* 
thority was gircu to this Board to assume 
the prerogatives of a high court, and to re- 
move mill dams at will. From recent ac­ 
tion in regard lo a very old dam in Jeffer­ 
son county, it would seem that 6ome of the 
members of the State Board hold to a dif­ 
ferent view of their duties. A dam at Blu­ 
ford, constructed nearly forty years ago, is 
among tbe subjects of investigation by this 
Board of Health. It was created by legis­ 
lative authority, and has afforded a mill 
power that has been of vast bene­ 
fit to the people for a large circle 
around It. It should be respected for its 
age, lf for nothing else. 
It was construct­ 
ed before the lands in the marshes above 
it were entered. Latterly, it has occurred 
to some persona who have become owners 
Of some ut the marsh land, that it could 
be drained to better advantage if this Mil­ 
ford dam were removed. It docs not oc­ 
cur to these men that the Messrs. Greene, 
who own the dam, and who rank among 
the best citizens of the country, had ac­ 
quired rights there, king before these per­ 
sons making complaints, were residents of 
the Blate. These old rights are of no conse­ 
quence in their estimation

port of the condition of crops and the 
status t>f the harvest In Rock county. It 
will ba seen that winter wheat aud rye 
will yield well, and are of good quality 
The winter wheat was well advanced when 
the heated term began, and therefore re­ 
sisted the powerful heat. The berry is full, 
ani the yield will run from IS to 30 bush­ 
els to the acre. Spriog wheat suffered a 
great deal by the excessive heat.

yield will tie light aud the quality rather 
inferior. 
Barley will yield well, but it is 
Mil muc h colored thai it will hardly prove a 
profitable crop, 
the crop will be a large one, at least fully 
up to ttie average of tor mer years. Unless 
early frosts invade the country, the tobacco 
yield will be good 
There are br.gilt pros 
peel* t.*r a good crop »»l ci>ru 
Nothing 
but a premature arrival of fr«»s! can pre­ 
vent a heavy production of that crop. 
Harvest hands are generally scarce and 
consequently wages are biga. Farmers 
arc pay iog from $1.50 to $2.50 per day, the 
average being about $2 OO. The tramps 
will not work as a rule regardless of the 
price offered for labor. 
This proves that 
th e “ workingmen begging bread,” we hear 
so much about, are tramps too lazy to work, 
and scoundrels who would rather beg and 
steal thau earn an honest liviug. Notwith­ 
standing the cry of hard times, wages in 
the harvest field are much higher oow than 
they Were ten years previous to the out­ 
break of the war. The highest they reach­ 
ed during that decade was $1.25 to $140 
in 1859 and 'OO.

In these Sherman was made Id dispar­ 
age hi* comrades, and lo disparage mu es­ 
pecially. I cannot tell you

i was shocked. 
But there were the let­ 
ters and the extracts.
